for Spring 


. Another year has sailed by and we are still in business struggling with the high 
: cost of many items just like the rest of you. In the first place we want to thank our 
. a thousands of customers for the fine orders sent in last 
year. For if there were No Orders then No Business and 
No Iris, but there were plenty of orders, in fact our mail 
man looked pretty much wore out at times. Actually it 
keeps two or more people (Fern E. Geiser plus one or 
more others) busy at the office desk and. typewriter 
writing orders and answering letters. 


Last year we had a fine 
growing season: plenty of 
rain, plenty of Kansas 
sunshine, plenty of fine GE 
big healthy roots. In fact “@@y 
we help nature out some- tit 
what by a system of ro- 
tating our planting plots | 
(with 17 acres and over 2,200 varieties of iris, we have 
many plots). Sweet clover, alfalfa, wheat and other crops 
rotated on the land and with iris, makes for plenty 
healthy easily acclimated roots. We don’t claim to 
grow the largest roots in the world but we do believe 
we have the hardiest and best acclimated roots which 
will do well anywhere! 





Every year thousands of people visit our gardens 
taking Kodachrome pictures of the iris and iris 
fields—others take motion 
pictures of the crowds in 
the iris fields. During iris 
blooming season, several 
picnic tables are available 
for those driving from a 
distance. Peope living at a 
distance will be advised of 
best blooming dates if a 
| self-addressed stamped postal card is sent us in advance. 
Large groups of visitors and Garden Clubs should con- 
tact us in advance in order to partially prevent 3 or 4 
clubs from arriving on the same day to view the gardens. 

Our private collection of Kodachrome slides was 
shown January 22, 1949 in the Royal Horticultural Hall 
of London, England in addition to being shown to inter- 
ested Iris Groups there in England. 
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Now a word about our show gardens. We don’t maintain 
fancy exhibition plots. We have found that we can spend too 
much time and money keeping such things up—the cost of which 
would have to be passed on to you flower lovers. Hence when 
you come around, bring your hiking shoes (and maybe over- 
shoes) and an ample lunch for you won’t be able to make the 
rounds all in 10 minutes. In one day this year we had over 2,750 


visitors—if you pay us a visit try to come on some day other 
than Sunday to avoid the crowd. 








Many have asked how life runs on an Iris Farm. In the 
first place there are many long hours—no quitting at 4 PM 
and starting at 9 A.M. actually this business is closely akin to 
farming (we were wheat farmers prior to going crazy on our 
present hobby). During the early spring and summer we like 
to receive your. order 
: early so we can process 

it ahead of the summer 
r rush. Plant orders unlike 
mf Mare gi. oF other commodities must 
RECEIVIN’ be placed ahead of plant- 
ing time to insure your 
getting what you want. 
In addition to writing up 
your order, we also write 
labels for each and every 
plant you order. Every 
order is given a number ‘ 
and this number also ap- HR 
pears on each plant label fy 
for later assembling and fe 
packing of the individ- fae 
ually dug roots. Alice M. (gga 
Geiser (Mrs. G. W. Gei- 
ser) gets in on this job. 









We try to make every order a fresh dug 
order—no machine dug roots as we have found 
that this injures too many plants. But you peo- 
ple “down South,” please don’t send us an or- 
der in January for immediate delivery—we have snow up here in 
Kansas and are usually froze up then. However, we did dig one ‘or- 
der for 200 roots on January 4th this year during a 1 day thaw and 
sent them off to an “iris bug” down in Texas. We usually can start 
digging around March Ist. ; 

Now as to labeling those roots. Some firms dig a quantity 
of each root and then bring them into an assembly shed where 
the roots are individually labeled. We have found that this 
method takes a chance on a root being taken from the wrong 
basket and thereby being incorrectly labeled, hence we label 
the plants as we dig them right in the field. Our crew of local 
high school boys are expert at this job (it keeps us busy super- 
vising the office, and the packing shed). Incidentally if you 
/LABELIN’ want some permanent labels, we have some very fine ones both 


aluminum and plastic types. You will find them listed elsewhere 
in this catalog. ; 


Well, sir after getting those iris dug, we top them right in the 
field with a pair of those big horse mane shears—do a good, job too. 
Surprisingly enough, we have never been able to tell any difference 
in “short topped” or “long topped” iris. Hence we cut them medium — 
short to save on boxing and postage (this savings is thereby passed 

on to you in FREE Premiums—see inside back cover). 
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Next we dry the roots of the Bearded Iris 
(other types are damp packed) to prevent their 
sweating and rotting while enroute to you. Our 
Kansas sun helps us out here—don’t get excited if 
the tops appearysomewhat brown and dry—this in 
no way impairs their later growth and blooming for 
you. On trial we have kept iris drying and out of the 
ground for over a year, planted them and they bloom- 
ed. 





Packing materials are sky high, hence we use y 
many 2nd hand boxes saved for us by our local town merchants. We _ 
try to use excelsior (wood wool) for packing material but have found _ 
that dry straw and shredded paper do just as well. Cultural direc- 
tions are included with every order. George W. Gelser is the 
“box stuffer”. 





Finally to get the plants on their way to you we sack them 
in big mail sacks and rush them to our large mail box using a 
3 wheeled stake body motor scooter. One of these days the 
youngest member of the firm Cherie Jineen will be taking this 
job over (she was born Nov. 29th, 1948). 





‘Sandwiched in with all this activity, we have to get another 
patch or two plowed (we try to plow late in the fall so the ground ELIVERIN’ 
will mellow through the winter). A couple of Ebuests 
modern tractors (one large and one small) 
gets the job done in short order. Proper soil 
fertilizers added at this time, makes for an 
ample supply of nutrients available to the 
an {7 plants during their growing season. Phos- 

gyr &, phate, nitrogen, potash and lime are used.

Even then our work is not done for the plants have to be — 
weeded the following spring (after planting in late fall) and 
throughout the summer. Constant cultivation makes for bigger and 
more healthy roots all of which are used to fill your orders. From 
such plantings we shipped over a quarter-million roots last season. 
Just ask our sweating Postman!!! .

Due to the many inquiries we have had regarding the Iris Dykes Medal Winners of the past 
years, we offer the information given below assembled from bulletins of the American Iris 
Society. 





All varieties, except one (Margot Holmes—not hardy with us) are now growing in our 
gardens. 


The Dykes Memorial Medal, instituted in 1926 to commemorate the work of the late W. R. 
Dykes in ‘‘advancing appreciation of the iris,’ has been awarded to outstanding varieties in 
England, France, and America. The method of choosing a Dykes Medal Winner in England is 
quite different from the system followed by the American Iris Society for the American award. 
In England the medal is awarded to a new seedling, while here it is chosen from Award of 
Merit winners of a three-year period. The following awards have been made to late (where no
